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MINUTES  OF  TOWN  MEETING 
MARCH  12,  1968 

At  a  legal  meeting  above  notified  and  held  at  the 
Central  School  in  Greenland,  N.H.  on  Tuesday  March  12, 
1968  at  8  o'clock  in  the  evening:  Meeting  was  called  to 
order  by  Moderator  John  R.  Brackett,  with  prayer  by 
Rev.  Clayton  Reed  and  salute  to  the  flag  led  by  David 
Rolston.  Complete  reading  of  the  warrant  was  deleted  on 
request  by  the  Moderator. 

Articles  1  and  2 

By  non-partisan  ballot  cast  from  10  A.M.  to  6  P.M.  the 
following  Town  Officers  were  elected. 

Town  Clerk,  Bonnie  L.  Tebbetts;  Selectman  (3  yrs.), 
Clayton  Spinney;  Treasurer,  Nathalie  Chase;  Tax  Col- 
lector, Andrew  Schools;  Highway  Agent,  W.  Richard 
Weeks;  Auditors,  Frank  E.  Wirling  and  Herman  W.  Parker; 
Library  Trustee  (3  yrs.),  Ruth  Brackett;  Trustee  of  Trust 
Funds  (3  yrs.),  Everett  Bennett,  Sr. 

School  District  Officers:  Moderator,  Herman  W. 
Parker;  Clerk,  Lena  Kohlhase;  Board  Member  (3  yrs.), 
Thomas  Bridges. 

Appointed  Town  Officers:  Deputy  Tax  Collector, 
Barbara  Schools;  Chief  of  Police,  Asa  Waitt;  Deputy 
Police,  Kenneth  Price,  Earl  White  and  David  Delfino; 
Chief  of  Fire  Dept.,  Franklin  P.  Durgin;  Deputy  Fire 
Chief,  Kenneth  N.  Fernald,  A.  Duncan  Brackett;  Health 
Officer,  Frank  M.  Marshall;  Water  Board  (3  yrs.),  Angelo 
Valzania;  Planning  Board  (5  yrs.),  Frank  Emery,  Jr.; 
Board  of  Adjustment  (5  yrs.),  Elroy  Witham;  Building 
Inspector,  Jarib  Sanderson. 

All  elected  and  appointed  officials  were  announced  by 
Town  Clerk  and  sworne  in  by  Moderator. 
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Article  3 

George  Gowen  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  fix  the 
salaries  of  the  Town  Officers,  and  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  estimated  sum  of  $5,135.00  in  payment  of 
salaries  and  commissions.  Seconded  by  Herman  Parker 
and  passed. 

Article  4 

Motion  made  by  George  Gowen  that  the  town  vote  to 
raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appro- 
priation of  the  same.  The  estimated  amount  for  Town 
charges  is  $33,977.50.  Seconded  by  Clayton  Spinney  and 
passed. 

Article  5  -  Article  23 

Robert  Hussey  made  a  motion  that  the  town  vote  to 
act  on  Article  23  at  this  time,  because  he  had  an  out  of 
town  guest  speaker,  who  must  leave  for  another  meeting 
as  early  as  possible,  and  he  felt  the  speaker  had 
information  needed  before  Article  23  was  acted  upon. 
Motion  was  seconded  by  Jarib  Sanderson  and  passed. 

Mr.  Paul  DeRochemont  from  Newington  was  intro- 
duced by  Robert  Hussey,  and  he  spoke  of  Newington's 
plans  for  laying  a  water  line  the  entire  length  of  S. 
Newington  Road:  this  was  to  consist  of  3,700  feet  in 
Greenland  and  3  hydrants;  also  the  existing  6"  pipe 
would  be  replaced  with  8"  pipe,  with  no  restrictions  as  to 
the  number  of  present  or  future  homes  to  be  added  to 
the  water  line. 

After  considerable  discussion  by  many  people  present, 
Robert  Hussey  moved  the  town  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,200.00  to  assist  in  extending 
the  water  line  on  S.  Newington  Road  to  S.  Newington. 
Seconded  by  Jarib  Sanderson  and  passed. 

Article  24 

George  Gowen  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  act  on 
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Article  24  at  this  time.  Motion  was  seconded  by  Jarib 
Sanderson  and  passed. 

George  Gowen  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  purchase 
land  and  building  for  the  use  as  a  Town  Office  and  to 
appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $18,000.00,  for  the 
purchase  price  and  renovations  thereof:  and  to  raise  said 
sum  through  the  ussuance  of  1 0  serial  notes  payable  one 
each  year  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Municipal  Finance  Act  and  amendments  thereto  and 
to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue  and  negotiate  such 
notes  and  to  determine  the  time  and  place  of  payment 
thereof  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  they  deem  to 
be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  town.  Seconded  by  Kenneth 
Young,  Sr. 

On  request  by  Gregory  Kendall  Mr.  Gowen  explained 
the  land  and  building  was  located  next  to  Carl's  Market 
on  Portsmouth  Avenue,  building  was  36'  by  30',  1  floor, 
full  cellar,  80'  frontage,  300'  depth,  with  room  for  2  or 
more  offices  and  conference  room.  Clifton  Abbey  asked 
about  the  cost  and  Mr.  Gowen  explained  the  land  and 
existing  building  could  be  purchased  for  $9,000.00,  the 
remaining  money  to  be  spent  for  renovations.  After  much 
discussion  both  for  and  against  a  request  for  ballot  vote 
was  granted  by  the  moderator:  on  a  ballot  count  the  vote 
was  137  no  and  48  yes.  Article  24  defeated. 

Articles  5  thru  14 

Moved  by  Robert  Sutherland,  Sr.  and  seconded  by 
Clifton  Abbey  that  Articles  5  thru  1 4  be  voted  in  a  group 
and  that  each  of  these  Articles  be  passed  and  written  in 
the  warrant.  Motion  passed. 

Article  5 

Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  for  the 
building,  repair,  and  maintenance  of  highways  and 
bridges  $6,500.00  for  summer  work  and  $6,000.00  for 
winter  work. 


Article  6 

Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
$2,000.00,  providing  the  State  contribute  an  additional 
$6,000.00  to  complete  the  State  Aid  Reconstruction 
project  on  Winnicut  Rd.,  which  was  voted  at  the  1967 
Town  Meeting  and  for  the  completion  of  which  sufficient 
funds  were  not  available. 

Article  7 

Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$143.50  against  the  State's  $956.67  for  construction  and 
maintenance  of  Class  5  roads. 

Article  8 

Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  $450.00  for 
the  care  of  trees. 

Article  9 

Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  $1,700.00 
for  the  support  of  the  Weeks  Public  Library. 

Article  10 

Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  $450.00  for 
the  care  of  parks  and  playgrounds. 

Article  1 1 

Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  $50.00  for 
the  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

Article  12 

Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  on 
short  term  notes  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  13 

Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  administer  or 
dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the  town  through 
Tax  Collectors  deeds. 
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Article  14 

Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  SI, 500. 00 
for  the  care  of  cemeteries. 

Article  15 

Motion  was  made  by  Kenneth  Young,  Jr.  and  seconded 
by  James  Wilbur  that  the  town  assume  the  annual 
expenses  of  the  Greenland  Volunteer  Fire  Dept.,  the 
estimated  amount  for  1968  is  $1,000.00.  Article  passed. 

Article  16 

Motion  was  made  by  Kenneth  Young,  Jr.  seconded  by 
Franklin  Durgin  that  the  town  establish  a  Capitol  Reserve 
Fund  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  fire  truck  and  to  raise 
and  appropriate  $1,000.00  for  this  fund.  Article  passed. 

Article  17 

Motion  was  made  by  Clifton  Abbey,  seconded  by 
Donald  Ladd  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate 
$300.00  for  the  Seacoast  Regional  Association.  Article 
passed. 

Article  18 

Robert  Sutherland,  Sr.  moved  the  town  raise  and 
appropriate  $100.00  for  the  Portsmouth-Kittery  Armed 
Service  Committee,  seconded  by  Richmond  Trainor  and 
passed. 

Article  19 

Motion  made  by  Roland  Parent  seconded  by  Leonard 
Verrier  that  the  town  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  accept 
as  town  roads  any  road  which  may  be  completed  during 
the  year,  which  have  been  approved  by  the  town  Planning 
Board,  constructed  in  accord  with  the  required  specifica- 
tions and  approved  as  to  construction  by  the  town  Road 
Agent,  and  the  land  on  which  said  roads  are  located 
deeded  to  the  town.  Such  approval  by  the  Selectmen 
shall  be  recorded  with  the  Town  Clerk.  Article  passed. 
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Article  20 

Motion  made  by  Robert  Hussey  that  the  town  raise 
and  appropriate  $801.25  to  offset  a  deficit  incurred  on 
installing  the  water  line  on  Post  Rd.  in  1967:  this  amount 
being  changed  from  the  $826.25  as  stated  in  the  warrant. 
Seconded  by  Robert  Sutherland,  Sr.  and  passed. 

Article  21 

Motion  made  by  George  Gowen  seconded  by  Herman 
Parker  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,726.67  to  pay  the  balance  of  the  cost  of  reappraising 
the  town  of  Greenland  in  1967.  There  was  considerable 
discussion  from  the  floor  as  to  why  the  town  should  pay 
this  sum,  since  the  appraiser  had  been  already  paid  the 
full  amount  stated  in  his  contract  with  the  town.  Mr. 
Weeks  explained  the  appraiser  had  appraised  more  pieces 
of  property  than  had  been  estimated  in  the  contract  and 
he  felt  he  (the  appraiser)  should  be  paid  this  amount 
since  he  had  completed  this  larger  amount  of  work.  By  a 
standing  vote  Article  21  was  defeated,  with  48  yes  and  76 
no. 

Article  25 

Because  of  action  taken  on  Articles  20  and  22  Mrs. 
Edna  Weeks  moved  the  town  to  accept  a  total  budget  of 
$68,107.25,  instead  of  the  proposed  budget  of 
$69,858.92.  Seconded  by  Robert  Sutherland  and  passed. 

Meeting  adjourned  at  10:35  P.M.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  Selectmen  are  trying  again  for  a  more  suitable 
office  which  will  include  more  space  for  the  Town  Clerk 
and  room  for  the  Tax  Collector.  Two  years  ago  we  moved 
the  Town  Clerk's  Office  out  of  her  home  to  the  present 
office  at  the  Fire  Station.  This  space  the  Fire  Department 
gave  up  to  relieve  a  tight  situation.  We,  the  Selectmen, 
Town  Clerk,  and  Firemen  believed  this  to  be  a  temporary 
arrangement.  Having  moved  our  meeting  place  from  the 
School  to  the  Fire  Station,  we  changed  our  meetings  to 
twice  a  month  instead  of  once,  indicating  the  increase  in 
work  load  to  the  Selectmen.  It  is  a  must  to  have  adequate 
space  to  keep  town  records.  We  can  rent  space  in  the 
former  Post  Office,  across  the  street  from  the  present 
Post  Office,  an  area  24  ft.  x  32  ft.  which  would  be 
adequate  for  the  present.  An  article  is  in  the  warrent  for 
discussion  on  this  proposition.

THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Greenland  in  the 
County  of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Greenland  Central 
School  in  said  Greenland  on  Tuesday,  the  eleventh  day  of 
March,  next  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act 
upon  the  following  subjects: 

1 .  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing  and  to  cast  your  ballot  on  the  following 
questions: 

Shall  the  Zoning  Amendment  as  proposed  by  the 
Planning  Board  be  adopted  for  this  town? 

(The  polls  will  open  at  10:00  A.M.  and  will  close  no 
earlier  than  6:00  P.M.  to  cast  your  ballot  on  Article  1. 
Discussion  and  action  on  the  other  articles  in  the  warrant 
will  take  place  in  the  evening  beginning  at  8:00  P.M.) 

2.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Town  Clerk  on  the  result 
of  your  ballot  in  the  election  of  Town  Officers  and  the 
disposition  of  the  question  on  referendum. 

3.  To  fix  the  salaries  of  the  Town  Officers  and  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  estimated  sum  of  $5,525.  in  payment 
of  salaries  and  commissions. 

4.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing 
year.  The  estimated  amount  for  town  charges  is 
$35,548.00 


5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  building,  repair,  and 
maintenance  of  highways  and  bridges.  The  estimated 
amount  is  $6,500.  for  summer  work  and  $6,000.  for 
winter  work. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $168.82  against  the  State's  $1,125.44  for 
construction  and  maintenance  of  Class  V  roads. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $450.  for  the  care  of  trees. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,700.  for  the  support  of  the  Weeks  Public 
Library. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $50.  for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $450.  for  the  care  of  parks  and 
playgrounds. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.  to  be  added  to  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  Fire 
Truck. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  on  short  term  notes  in 
anticipation  of  taxes. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate 
acquired  by  the  town  through  Tax  Collector's  deeds. 

14.  To   see   if  the  town  will  vote   to  authorize   the 
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Selectmen  to  accept  as  town  roads  any  road  which  may 
be  completed  during  the  year,  which  have  been  approved 
by  the  town  Planning  Board,  constructed  in  accord  with 
the  required  specifications  and  approved  as  to  construc- 
tion by  the  Town  Road  Agent,  and  the  land  on  which 
said  roads  are  located  deeded  to  the  town.  Such  approval 
by  the  Selectmen  shall  be  recorded  with  the  Town  Clerk. 

1 5 .  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  land  as  a 
site  for  a  proposed  town  office  building  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a.  sum  not  in  excess  of  $36,000.  Said  sum  to 
be  raised  through  the  issuance  of  serial  notes  payable  one 
each  year  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Municipal  Finance  Act  and  amendments  thereto,  and 
to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue  and  negotiate  such 
notes  and  to  determine  the  time  and  place  of  payment 
thereof  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  they  deem  to 
be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  town. 

16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $  1 ,600.  for  the  purpose  of  renting 
office  space  and  equipping  the  same.  Of  this  sum  $440. 
has  been  allocated  for  equipment.  The  space  available  is 
the  first  floor  of  the  building  owned  by  Mr.  Ballem, 
formerly  known  as  Rolston's  Store. 

17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.  for  the  care  of  ceme- 
teries. 

18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,500.  in  payment  of  expenses 
of  the  Greenland  Volunteer  Fire  Department. 

19.  In  compliance  with  RSA  154:24  and  RSA 
154:30a,  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  fire 
department  to  go  to  the  aid  of  another  city,  town,  village, 


or   fire    district   within   or  without   the   state,   for   the 
purpose  of  extinguishing  fires  therein. 

20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $600.  as  Greenland's  share  toward 
the  support  of  the  Mental  Health  Clinic  in  Portsmouth. 

21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  become  a  member 
with  New  Castle,  Newington,  Portsmouth,  and  Rye  of  a 
regional  planning  agency.  The  objective  of  this  agency 
will  be  to  plan  for  and  encourage  regional  planning 
analysis,  provide  consensus  on  major  problems  of  regional 
concern  and  to  assist  in  the  effectuation  of  projects 
which  extend  beyond  the  boundaries  of  a  particular 
town.  The  agency  will  have  no  jurisdiction  over  any 
matter  of  local  affairs.  It  is  primarily  advisory.  Two 
members  of  the  regional  planning  agency  shall  be  from 
Greenland  to  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen. 

22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.  to  finance  studies  to  be 
conducted  by  the  regional  planning  agency.  These  monies 
will  be  us.ed  for  financing  planning  studies  which  must  be 
approved  by  the  regional  planning  agency.  These  funds 
may  be  used  in  conjunction  with  other  State  and  Federal 
funds  available  for  planning  purposes. 

23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $100.  for  the  Seacoast  Regional 
Association. 

24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $100.  for  the  Portsmouth-Kittery 
Armed  Services  Committee. 

25.  By  petition  of  Paul  Barnes  and  twenty  nine  others, 
to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  incorporate  the  following 


leash  law  provisions  for  the  town  of  Greenland,  N.H. 

RUNNING  AT  LARGE  PROHIBITED:  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  dog  to  run  at  large  in  the  town  of 
Greenland,  N.H. 

CONFINEMENT  OF  FEMALE  DOGS:  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  female  dog  in  season  to  run  at  large. 
Confinement  shall  mean  in  a  building  or  enclosure  not 
accesible  by  any  means  to  other  dogs. 

IMMUNIZATION  OR  VACCINATION:  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  the  owner  of  any  dog  to  keep  or  maintain 
said  dog  unless  it  shall  have  been  vaccinated  by  a  licensed 
veterinarian  with  anti-rabies  vaccine,  within  one  year 
preceding  the  date  on  which  such  dog  is  kept  or 
maintained.  Certificate  of  such  immunization  shall  be 
presented  at  time  of  license  requirement  and  shall  be  a 
condition  precedent  to  obtaining  said  license. 
Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary,  this  require- 
ment will  not  apply  to  a  dog  less  than  six  months  old  at 
time  of  licensing. 

THE  DOG  OFFICER  SHALL  TAKE  INTO  CUSTODY 
AND  IMPOUND: 

A.  Any  dog  at  any  time  off  the  premises  of  the  owner 
without  a  collar  and  tag  as  required  by  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  New  Hampshire. 

B.  Any  dog,  running  at  large,  off  the  premises  of  the 
owner. 

C.  Any  dog  at  any  time,  on  or  off  the  premises  of  the 
owner  if  said  owner  fails  to  cooperate  with  the  dog 
officer  in  cases  of  dog  bites  or  of  investigation  of  a  dog  as 
a  menace,  vicious  or  destructive  to  persons  or  property. 

RESTRAINT  OF  DOGS:  Dogs  confined  or  restrained 
to  the  premises  of  the  owner  shall  be  kept  in  a  humane 
and  safe  manner  so  that  said  dogs  shall  have  maximum 
freedom  and  shall  in  no  way  permit  undue  hardship  to 
the  animal  and  shall  provide  shelter  from  the  weather  and 
adequate  food  and  water.  Any  infraction  or  report  found 
to   be   true,   shall  subject  the  owner  to  the  maximum 
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penalty  of  this  ordinance.  Dogs  while  off  the  premises 
shall  be  required  to  be  on  a  leash,  cord,  rope,  or  chain. 
Said  leash,  cord,  rope  or  chain  shall  not  be  more  than 
eight  feet  in  length  and  must  be  controlled  by  a 
responsible  person.  Except  during  hunting  season,  at  such 
time  said  dog  or  dogs  must  be  accompanied  by  owner  or 
responsible  person. 

PENALTIES:  Any  owner  found  violating  any  pro- 
vision of  this  ordinance,  or  any  other  person  who  violates 
any  provision  as  pertains  to  them  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor    and    upon    conviction    thereof   shall    be 

punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than for  the 

first    offense,    not    more    than for   a   second 

offense  and  not  more  than — for  a  third  or  each 

succeeding  offense. 

SEPARABILITY  OF  PROVISIONS:  It  is  the  intention 
of  the  Selectmen  that  each  separate  provision  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  deemed  independent  of  all  other 
provisions  herein,  and  it  is  further  the  intention  of  the 
Selectmen  that  if  any  portion  or  provision  shall  be 
declared  invalid,  all  other  provisions  thereof  shall  remain 
valid  and  enforceable. 

26.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  legally  may 
come  before  this  meeting.

February,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  nineteen  hundred  and 

sixty  nine.

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STATE  LAW  REGARDING  DOGS 
AS  PASSED  BY  LEGISLATURE  IN  1967 

RSA  466:31  DOGS  AS  A  MENACE 

I.  Any  person  who  considers  a  dog  to  be  causing  a 
nuisance  or  to  be  a  meance  to  persons  or  property  may 
make  a  complaint  to  any  law  enforcement  officer  or  to 
the  selectmen  of  the  town  in  which  such  dog  is  kept,  and 
such  officers  shall,  within  three  days  after  the  receipt  of 
such  complaint,  investigate  the  case,  and,  if  the  complaint 
is  sustained,  shall  forthwith  order  the  owner  or  keeper  of 
such  dog  to  abate  the  nuisance.  Service  of  such  order 
shall  be  made  upon  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  dog  by 
causing  a  certified  copy  of  such  order  to  be  delivered  to 
him.  Any  owner  or  keeper  upon  whom  notice  of  such 
order  has  been  served,  may,  within  ten  days  thereafter, 
bring  a  petition  in  the  municipal  or  district  court  for  the 
town  or  city,  as  the  case  may  be,  praying  that  the  order 
be  reviewed  by  the  court.  After  notice  to  the  invest- 
igating officers,  and  upon  hearing,  the  court  shall  affirm, 
modify  or  dismiss  such  order,  as  justice  may  require. 
During  the  pendency  of  such  action  and  the  order  of  the 
justice  of  the  court,  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  dog  shall 
restrain  such  dog  from  running  at  large.  Any  person  who 
neglects  to  restrain  such  dog  from  running  at  large,  in 
compliance  with  orders  hereunder  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  twenty-five  dollars,  the  dog  taken  into  custody  by 
the  police  of  the  city  or  constable  of  the  town  and  such 
disposition  made  of  the  dog  as  the  court  may  order. 

II.  Under  this  section,  a  dog  is  causing  a  nuisance  or  is 
a  menace  to  persons  or  property  under  any  of  the 
following  conditions: 

(a)  if  it  barks  continuously  for  sustained  periods  of 
time; 


(b)  while  it  runs  at  large  on  the  streets  or  on  property 
other  than  its  owner's,  it  turns  over  garbage  cans  or  waste 
containers,  or  otherwise  causes  garbage  or  waste  to  be 
scattered  in  yards  or  on  streets  or  sidewalks; 

c)  while  it  runs  at  large  it  barks  at  or  snaps  at  or  runs 
after  persons  walking  on  sidewalks  or  streets,  or  at 
persons  riding  bicycles  on  sidewalks  or  streets; 

(d)  while  it  runs  at  large  it  barks  at  or  runs  after  motor 
vehicles  being  driven  along  the  streets; 

(e)  while  it  runs  at  large  it  gathers  in  packs  with  other 
dogs  and  runs  with  the  pack  after  game,  domestic 
animals,  or  human  beings; 

(0  while  running  at  large  it  digs  or  scratches  in  gardens 
or  around  cultivated  areas,  so  as  to  uproot  or  destroy  the 
growing  plants,  shrubs,  or  trees. 

(g)  while  in  heat  is  unconflned.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GREENLAND  VOLUNTEER 
FIRE  DEPARTMENT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1968 


During  the  year  1968  the  Greenland  Fire  Department 
answered  a  total  of  58  calls  for  assistance  of  all  types. 
This  represented  an  increase  of  27  calls  received  over  the 
same  period  in  1967.  This  is  attributed  to  the  increase  of 
population  and  to  the  fact  that  townspeople  calling  the 
Fire  Department  at  once  upon  discovery  of  a  fire, 
whereby  it  has  made  it  possible  thru  this  co-operation  to 
contain  fires  that  could  have  become  serious. 

As  usual  the  majority  of  grass  fires  occurred  along  the 
B  &  M  Railroad  due  primarily  to  the  failure  of  the  R.  R. 
to  keep  spark-arresters  on  their  locomotives  in  good 
repair. 

In  spite  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  calls  damage 
from  fire  was  estimated  to  have  been  well  below  the 
$10,000  mark,  with  the  principle  losses  being  sustained  in 
a  "House  Fire"  on  Palm  Drive,  also  a  Tractor-Trailer  Fire 
and  Car  Fire  on  Rte.  95.

During  the  year  the  department  has  continued  its 
training  programs  with  members  attending  the  C.  D. 
School  at  Guilford,  N.H.,  also  the  Fire  Chiefs  Training 
School  at  Meadwood  Drill  Yard  at  Fitzwilliam,  N.H. 
Members  attending  these  schools  learn  of  advancement  in 
"Fire  Fighting  Methods"  which  in  turn  are  taught  at  drills 
held  by  the  local  department. 

During  the  month  of  August  a  combined  drill  in  the 
use  of  tank  trucks  was  held  at  the  property  of  "Newt" 
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Weeks  on  Newington  Rd.  Participating  in  this  event  was 
apparatus  from  Portsmouth,  Rye,  North  Hampton,  New- 
ington, and  the  Naval  Base.  Purpose  of  the  drill  was  to 
acquaint  members  of  the  participating  departments  with 
the  equipment  available  and  how  it  could  be  best  used. 

At  the  present  time  a  course  under  the  "Fire  Institute 
Service"  is  being  conducted  at  the  Greenland  Fire  Station 
with  members  of  the  Stratham  Volunteer  Fire  Depart- 
ment participating. 

On  Oct.  13,  1968  the  local  department  participated  in 
the  parade  and  demonstration  put  on  by  the  Interstate 
Emergency  Unit  in  Portsmouth,  The  Greenland  depart- 
ment was  assigned  the  task  of  laying  a  2V£"  line  and 
demonstrating  the  use  of  a  so-called  "water  thief  from 
this  line.  Also  the  department  showed  the  use  of  Scott 
Air  Paks. 

During  the  year  the  Engineers  have  done  considerable 
work  on  Engine  No.  1 ,  including  the  installation  of  a  new 
raditor.

REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHEIF 


People  cause  fires.  Our  records  show  that  the  number  of 
fires  increase  in  an  area  as  thepopulation  increases  and 
our  state  is  growing  tremendously.  This  means  that  we  all 
must  be  aware  of  fire  causes  and  do  our  best  to  prevent 
their  occurrence. 

When  we  are  very  young  the  lighted  matches  is  an 
adventure,  burnt  fingers  and  a  dropped  match  is  another 
fire.  A  little  older  we  like  to  have  a  woodland  cookout,  or 
go  out  by  ourselves  for  a  smoke  but  fire  and  forests  get 
together  for  another  statistic.  We  adults  like  to  clean  up 
in  the  spring,  burn  the  old  debris  and  the  dead  grass, 
result  -  escaped  fires  and  much  personal  expense. 

With  new  homes  and  summer  cottages  located  in 
woodlands  and  with  abandoned  fields  and  forests  crowd- 
ing the  back  yard  of  our  villages'  streets,  it  is  necessary 
that  everyone  be  aware  all  through  the  fire  season,  which 
comes  with  the  disappearance  of  the  snow,  of  the  need  to 
be  careful  with  outdoor  fires  and  fire  sources. 

The  following  action  will  help: 

1 .  To  teach  our  children  the  danger  of  lighted  matches. 

2.  To  never  discard  lighted  smoking  material  from  a  car 
or  while  walking  through  fields  or  woods. 

3.  To  safely  dispose  of  rubbish  preferably  at  the  town 
dump.  If  you  must  burn- 

a.  You  need  a  written  permit  from  the  town  fire 
warden  for  all  debris  burning  except  when  the 
ground  is  covered  with  snow.  Cooking  fires  in 
outdoor  fireplaces  or  in  charcoal  brasiers  in  your 
own  back  yard  is  permitted  on  notification  of  the 
warden. 
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b.  The  warden  is  forbidden  by  regulation  to  allow 
burning  of  household  rubbish  on  grass  by  house- 
holders between  9:00  A.M.  and  5:00  P.M. 

c.  Have  equipment  on  hand  to  control  the  fire 
before  you  light  the  match. 

4.  Promptly  report  any  fire  out  of  control  to  your  fire 

warden  or  fire  department. 
Help   to  keep  our  town  out  of  the  fire  occurrence 
column  and  save  your  tax  dollars  for  useful  purposes.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  OF  POLICE 

There  are  several  developments  pending  that  will 
improve  our  police  coverage.  I  have  arranged  with  the 
State  Police  to  press  on  speeding  in  Greenland,  N.  H. 
Rural  police  coverage  is  very  thin  due  to  the  state  police 
shortage.  Barracks  A  has  one  radar  that  is  used  in  five 
towns  so  it  is  hard  for  us  to  have  it  when  we  want  it. 

More  help  from  the  citizens  in  this  town  is  desired  such 
as  try  to  take  the  number  of  a  speeding  car  and  call  police 
in  order  that  they  will  have  something  to  go  on  etc.

At  the  Town  Meeting  in  1968,  $4200.00  was  appropri- 
ated to  assist  the  Town  of  Newington  in  extending  the 
water  line  on  South  Newington  Road.  As  a  result  of  this 
appropraition,  nearly  4000  ft.  of  8"  cast  iron  pipe  was 
laid  in  Greenland  during  1968.  This  8"  line,  plus  4 
hydrants  were  connected  with  the  6"  line  on  South 
Newington  Road  and  the  6"  line  at  the  corner  of 
McShane  Avenue  and  Hillside  Drive. 

For  1968,  three  hundred  twelve  consumers  in  your 
Town  used  approximately  27,000,000  gallons  of  water. 
In  the  same  period  the  well  delivered  approximately 
204,000,000  gallons  of  water.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

It  is  a  privilege  for  me  to  present  this  first  annual 
message  as  Superintendent.  Certainly,  appreciation  is  due 
to  my  predecessor,  Mr.  Raymond  Hoyt,  who  served  the 
schools  of  Union  No.  16  for  twenty  years.  Finding  the 
schools  fully  staffed,  instructional  materials  on  hand,  and 
the  complex  business  of  the  several  districts  in  good 
order,  was  of  great  benefit  to  me  and  to  the  schools. 

The  new  school  year  began  with  a  Union-wide  faculty 
meeting  of  the  professional  staff  at  the  Exeter  Area 
Junior  High  School  on  Tuesday,  September  3,  1968.  On 
the  following  day  the  schools  opened  for  instruction. 

The  Greenland  School  opened  this  year  with  313 
pupils,  an  increase  of  4  pupils  from  the  beginning  of 
school  a  year  ago.  This  represented  a  1.3%  increase.  There 
are  presently  107  Greenland  pupils  in  the  Portsmouth 
High  School. 

My  personal  observations  of  Greenland  pupils  has  been 
thus  far  very  limited.  It  was  a  pleasure  for  me  to  attend 
the  first  meeting  of  the  P.T.A.  and  to  enjoy  such  a  tasty 
variety  of  home  cooking.  At  school,  there  have  been  the 
usual  problems,  difficulty  in  supervision  of  the  play- 
ground, refurbishing  the  kitchen,  and  the  normal  learning 
problems  which  confront  some  children  in  every  grade.  In 
attempting  to  serve  all  of  the  children  of  all  of  the 
people,  these  situations  will  always  be  with  us. 
By-an-large  the  school  has  been  functioning  smoothly  and 
effectively.

The  Principal,  Mr.  Eugene  Haight,  reports  on  the  progress 
of  the  school  as  follows: 

The  students  of  Grade  3  visited  the  Woodman  Museum 
in  Dover  during  the  past  year.  Similar  trips  are  planned  to 
other  places  of  educational  interest.  Approximately  25% 
of  Greenland's  9th  and  1  Oth  grade  pupils  have  made  the 
honor  roll  at  Portsmouth  High  School. 

There  are  several  staff  studies  underway.  One  group 
involving  only  Greenland  staff  is  investigating  elementary 
physical  education.  Others  on  a  Union-wide  basis  are 
examining  the  science  curriculum  and  methods  of  pupil 
evaluation  and  grade  reporting.  The  non-graded  reading 
program  appears  to  be  functioning  well.  Nearly  half  the 
faculty  are  taking  professional  improvement  courses.  A 
drama  group,  organized  by  Mrs.  Ott  this  year,  presented 
Dickens'  CHRISTMAS  CAROL. 

Mr.  Ronald  Demo  and  Mr.  Arthur  Farnsworth  organ- 


ized  flag  football  for  the  boys  at  school  last  fall.  Mrs. 
Ruth  Carder  and  Miss  Kathleen  Mills  are  instructing  the 
girls  from  Grades  5  -  8  in  basketball  and  Mr.  Donald 
Miller  is  working  with  the  boys. 

The  Greenland  P.T.A.  has  generously  donated  a  tape 
recorder  and  record  player  to  the  school.  Mrs.  Boardman 
and  her  assistants  Mrs.  Young  and  Mrs.  Telles  have  made 
several  changes  in  the  kitchen  and  dining  area. 

I  will  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  faculty, 
School  Board,  and  parents  for  their  cooperation  and 
support  over  the  past  year Mr.  Eugene  Haight. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  closely  with  Mr.  Fred 
King,  Teacher  Consultant,  in  his  vital  work  as  teacher 
advisor  and  curriculum  developer.  Mr.  King's  comments 
on  his  work  speak  for  themselves: 

A  great  deal  of  careful  planning  must  take  place  if  the 
elementary  school  is  to  accomplish  its  assigned  responsi- 
bility for  education. 

Various  study  groups  this  year  have  been  formed  to 
look  at  curriculum  areas.  A  committee  at  present  is 
taking  a  look  at  our  science  program.  We  have  a  general 
committee  consisting  of  one  member  from  each  grade 
level.  This  person  in  turn  works  with  all  the  teachers  of 
that  grade  level  in  the  Union.  Programs  and  ideas  are 
exchanged.  The  eventual  goal  will  be  to  come  up  with  the 
latest  in  science  education  for  students  in  Grades  One  to 
Twelve. 

We  had  another  committee  this  past  fall  to  study  our 
testing  program.  The  state  is  currently  sponsoring  state 
testing  at  Grades  2-4-6  and  8.  We  decided  to  adjust  our 
programs  to  go  along  with  the  state  program.  Grades  will 
be  testing  each  fall  with  achievement  and  intelligence 
tests. 
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We  have  a  Union  Committee  currently  working  on  our 
report  cards  and  reporting  symbols.  Report  cards  have 
been  the  traditional  vehicle  for  reporting  academic 
progress  to  parents.  Some  new  report  cards  are  attempt- 
ing to  report  a  more  comprehensive  analysis  of  total 
growth.  The  committee  will  hopefully  have  a  revised 
ranking  procedure  ready  for  the  1 969-70  school  year. 

The  Federal  Grants  continue  to  occupy  a  large  portion 
of  my  time.  At  present  Exeter,  Newfields,  and  Stratham 
are  studying  a  new  Title  I  proposal.  Realizing  the 
importance  of  a  child's  first  experience  in  school,  a 
committee  is  studying  a  transition  type  program  for  the 
immature  six  year  old.  The  committee  feels  it  is  a  more 
sensible  approach  to  spend  time  and  energy  on  preventing 
problems  rather  than  on  remedying  them. 

Out  Title  II  funds  continue  to  place  books  and 
materials  into  our  libraries.  I  regret  to  say,  however,  that 
we  received  only  half  as  much  money  this  year  due  to  a 
Federal  cut.  I  do  feel  this  Federal  grant  has  provided 
much  needed  resource  material  to  aid  children's  natural 
curiosity  to  go  beyond  the  textbook. 

The  second  broad  area  is  that  of  instructional  improve- 
ment. This  focuses  on  the  degree  to  which  children  are 
actually  learning  to  read,  work  with  numbers,  etc.  The 
committee  work  mentioned  above  affects  this  area.  The 
teacher  consultant  works  with  the  staff  members  both 
individually  and  as  groups.  I  am  aware  that  school 
programs  and  teachers'  efforts  range  over  a  continuum 
from  traditional  to  modern,  and  from  conservative  to 
progressive.  The  main  concern  is  that  all  children  are 
challenged  to  use  their  full  potential.  It  has  been  a 
pleasure  to  have  served  this  community  for  the  past  seven 
years  in  these  two  vital  areas  of  curriculum  development 
and  instructional  improvement.  I  hope  to  continue  to 
show  leadership  in  future  educational  projects Mr. 
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Frederick  King,  Teacher  Consultant

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  present  and  future  health  of  the  nation  depends  in 
part  on  the  understanding  of  individual  and  community 
health  problems  by  the  general  public  and  on  intelligent 
health  behavior.  This  is  the  goal  toward  which  health 
education  is  directed. 

Through  education  only,  can  we  expect  returns  from 
our  efforts  to  establish  good  understanding  and  practices 
of  health,  hygiene,  and  safety  among  our  young  people. 
We  therefore  plan  to  make  available  interesting  speakers, 
new  films,  filmstrips,  publications  and  other  aids  to 
enrich  the  health  education  curriculum  -  ideally  for  use  in 
connection  with  special  class  units  at  a  time  when 
material  will  be  most  meaningful  to  the  students. 

As  of  all  special  services  it  is  often  asked,  "Just  what  is 
included  in  this  program  -  do  the  results  balance  off 
favorably  with  the  expense  involved.  Are  we  paying  too 
much  -  or  too  little"?  It  is  my  belief  that  many  are  not 
really  aware  of  just  what  their  school  health  services 
encompass  and  strive  to  accomplish,  and  for  this  reason 
less  philosophy  ,and  more  facts  are  projected  in  my  report 
this  year. 

Listed  below  are  some  of  the  routine  health  measures 
carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  your  school  nurse 
during  the  year: 

Maintaining  up  to  date  school  health  records  on  every 
child 

Heights  and  weights 

Vision  screening,  necessary  referrals  and  follow-up 

Hearing  screening,  necessary  referrals  and  follow-up 
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Evalaution  of  physical  examination  findings,  and  fol- 
low-up according  to  recommendations  of  the  school 
physician. 

Immunizations  of  children  where  advisable  by  school 
physician  (with  parent  permission). 

Tuberculin  testing  on  children  of  Grades  1  &  7,  and 
members  of  the  Staff. 

Dental  hygiene  program  including  application  of  topi- 
cal fluoride. 

Free  summer  dental  program  for  pre-school  children  in 
cooperation  with  the  Division  of  Dental  Public  Health. 

Lazy-eye  clinics  and  developmental  screening  on  child- 
ren 4  to  5Vi  years  (a  program  to  be  carried  out  during  the 
week  following  the  closing  of  school  in  June.  We  hope  all 
parents  of  children  in  this  age  bracket  will  watch  for 
notices  of  this  important  date). 

First  aid  and  related  services  carried  out  in  the  office 
when  the  nurse  is  on  duty  never  fail  to  present  the  usual 
program  interruption. 

Elementary  counseling  where  there  is  no  such  pro- 
vision in  the  school  plan  must  be  offered  in  many 
instances  by  the  school  nurse. 

Home  visits  while  held  to  a  necessary  minimum,  are, 
nevertheless,  an  important  and  time  consuming  respons- 
ibility under  school  health  services. 

Communication  between  Principal,  teachers,  special 
education  personnel,  psychological  services,  school  and 
private  physicians,  school  nurse  and  parents  are  of 
considerable  value  in  promoting  an  effective  team  ap- 
proach. With  all  personnel  working  together,  mindful  of 
the  other's  role  and  in  cooperation  with  the  parents, 
progress  can  be  faster  and  surer. 
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Again,  these  are  but  several. of  the  many  ways  in  which 
your  school  health  service  endeavors  to  make  profitable 
use  of  all  too  limited  time.  Here  I  would  like  to  mention 
that  the  State  recommendation  provides  for  a  School 
Nurse  pupil  load  of  from  350  to  750  and  fewer  where 
traveling  from  school  to  school  or  town  to  town  is 
involved.  This  school  nurse  is  carrying  a  pupil  load  of 
nearly  1000  pupils  enrolled  in  6  schools  located  in  five 
towns  geographically  spaced  from  7  to  21  miles  apart. 
These  towns  are  served  upon  a  percentage  basis  according 
to  school  enrollment  and  each  school  is  visited  at  least 
once  a  week  -  oftener  upon  request  for  special  conference 
by  an  administrator,  teacher  or  parent. 

Parents  are  welcome  and  encouraged  to  visit  the  health 
office  for  conference  when  there  is  a  health  related 
interest  which  you  may  wish  to  discuss. 

Its  own  role  well  earned,  Volunteer  services  are 
increasingly  in  demand  throughout  our  schools  and  of 
inestimable  value.  I  cannot  say  how  very  grateful  I  am  for 
the  many  hours  contributed  by  the  generous  and  con- 
scientious volunteers  in  my  schools  during  the  past  year. 
Their  help  and  willingness  to  serve  for  other-than-pay 
reward  is  commendable  and  they  are,  indeed,  a  real  part 
of  the  school  team. 

May  I  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  support 
of  the  School  Board,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Princi- 
pal, Eugene  Haight,  members  of  the  Staff,  and  to  our 
school  pediatricians,  Dr.  Timothy  Driscoll  and  Dr.  John 
Tuthill,  whose  interest  and  help  has  contributed  greatly 
in  making  this  a  successful  and  pleasant  working  year.
